"But tbe new law empowers the 
atate commissioners to remove from 
office at anv time any rounty commls- 
aioner. so 'that whenever any county 
commissioner violates the law there 
is an Immediate remedy by bringing 
the matter to the attentiun of tbe state 
board.
